. HAT their Progenitors being Proteſtants, were forced in King Edward the Sixth's time. toleave their Native 
Countrey, being perſecuted for their Religion, and to fly into England for ſuccour. That the King was graciouſly 
pleaſed to give them protection, and by his Letters of 4 E4. 6, to grant them Liberty to Congregate themſelves, 
and to continue in Succeſſion, with Power to Ele their own Miniſters, andquietly to enj y an4 exerciſe their own 
Prayers, Rites, Ceremontes, and Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline , notwithſtanding that it did not agree with the Rites 
1 and Ceremonies of the Kingdom of Enzland. | | 
IN 'That the ſame Liberty was allowed and confirmed unto them by Queen Elizabeih, King Fames,and King Charles 
- the Firſt 5 and aſſured them by his preſent MAJESTY upon his Happy Reſtau-ation: And waz allowed them by ſeveral Or- 
ders of the Lords of the Privy-Council of Queen E1;=:beth and King Fames. 

The Walons in Canterbary have ever ſince ( being about One hundred years ) enjoyed thoſe Liberties, and had a ſpacious place a(- 
{igned them under the Cathedral Church of Caxterbury,to exerciſe their Religion according to their own Rites and Diſcipline. Wheres 
in they have proſpered, and grown populous, and continued one entire Congregation in Peace, Love, and Unity, until Anno 1646, 
And haveall that time held Communion with the Forrein Proteſtant Churches trom whence they firſt came , and with the French and

The firſt That in or about the year, 1647, Mr, Poxjade, one of the Miniſters of the Wafoz Congregation in Canterbury, being| by the Dele-

{candalqus life,drew off that part of the Wallons in Canterbury that arenow of Mr,Jannon's Congregation; Who ſeparated themſelves, 
and declared themſelves Independents in the Cortus at London: And broke off Communion with the Congregations of Wallons, French 
and Dxtch, and ſet up a Congregation of their own, and exerciſed ther Religion under Mr, Poxjade , and a(ter by Mr, Creſþin in a 
Pariſh-Church, and heh ina private Hall, in or near Canterbary : And continued (© ſeparated until Anno 1654, | 

That in Anno 1654, The faid ſeparated part wereagain united tothe reſt ot the Wallons Congregation in Canterbury by the Col- 
loquie of the French and Wallons Congregation in London : And fo continued united until Ano 1657, | 
1657. That in Anno 1657, that Party which had ſeparated with Mr, Ponjade 3s aforeſaid, ſent tor Mr, Fannon againſt the conſent of the 
he {:cong Governors of the Church, with intent to make him one of the Miniſters to the Walon-Congregation in Canterbury : But not being 
ſ ableto prevail therein, that Party again ſeparated themſelves from the Congregation, and made Mr. Faznop their Miniſter, and exer- 
i ciſed their Religion in a Pariſh-Church in Canterbury without authority , and expreſsly contrary to the Command-of the then Mayor 
of Canterbury : And broke Communion with the reſt of the Congregation, and the other French and Walloy Churches, until 4* 1661, 

That in the year 1661, The Mayor and Aldermen of Camterbury in Obedience to His MAJES TIES Letters, Re- 
conciled them, and again united both Parties, Ordering Maſter Fannos to be one of their Miniſters, although illegally choſen : Who 
as one Congregation exerciſed their Religionin the place under the Cathedral according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the forrein 
Proteſtant Churches , from whence they firſt came, and ſo continued for ſome certain months, 

That Maſter Fannon being thus gotten into be one of the Miniſters , did endeavour to bring 1a one Maſter $tockart a Suiflerto 
be another of their Miniſters: Whereunto the reſt of the Congregation for good Reaſons could not Condeſcend , whereupon new 
breaches were like to be, For prevention whereof that party that are not of Mr, Fanon's Congregation petitioning His MAJESTY : 
HisM AJEST Y was thereupon graciouſly pleaſed to refer their differences to the Dean and Prebends of Canterbnry, 

The Dean being abſent, the Yice-Dean, and ſome of the Prebends found that Maſter F4»z07 and lus party, rather than not have 
their wills of the other party , would embrace the Litwrey of the Church of E-g/and, Which being condeſcended to, the Vice-Dean, 
and ſome of the Chapter procured Order that Maſter Fans and his Congregation ſhould have the poſſeſſion of the place under the 
Cathedral to exerciſe their Religion z And excluded the other party ; Who by that means being deſtitute of a place for Praying and 
Preaching , were forced to aflemble in ſuch place as they could hire or ger, being ſecured therein by a Warrant from Two of His 
MAJESTIES Juſtices of the Peace, 

That Maſter Fannon and his Congregation having gotten the poſſeſſion of the Church , and to be declared and allowed to be the 
Wallon Congregation : Do now endeavor to bring in the other party tothem , or abſolutely to ſuppreſle them ; pretending that they 
are Phanaticks, Schiſmaricks, breakers of Communion, &c, 

Thar the other part of the Jallons that have not joyned with Maſter Fanos's Congregation, are farre the greater number,and the 
molt able, wealthieſt, and ſubſtantialleſt men, and have always been honeſt anc. loyal pertons to His M ATESTY, and His Royal 
Father, And in 1648, did at their own charge'put themſelves in Arms under Eng/zþ Commanders tor His then MAJESTIES 
ſervice, and contributed great ſummes of money to maintain the Kings party then jn Armes tor the King. 

That that party that are not joyned with Maſter Fannon, are not, nor ever were Phanaticks, Schiſmaticks, nor breakers of Cum- 
munion : Burt they and cheir Anceſtors ever lince King E4, 6th time have continued a Congregation In (ucceſiton, until they were Anus 
1662, thruſt out of the Church as aforeſaid. An all that time exerciſed their Religion by the Authority granted them,as aforeſaid,ac- 
cording to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Prote{t1nt Churches beyond the Seas; And didall along hold Communion with the faid 
Proteſtant Churches, and with the French and Dutch Congregations in London, and elſewhere allowed in E-eland, 

Thar the Party not joined with Mr, F-.2z0a, being a very conſiderable Number, and having many Poor depending upon them, 
which they maintain at a great charge: An they being only a Congregation, and no Pariſh,cannot bave the benefit ot the Act of 
43 EliR, Neither are umpowred by any other Law to make Church-wardens, or Over-ſeers for the Poor 3 nor co raiſe Money for 
their Poor, which are very numerous; bur only by a Colle&ion in their Aſſembly. And have no Remedy tor Abuſes and Miſcarriages 
cherein, or for any thing concerning Diſcipline, Government, or otherwiſe z buc by Appeal to the Aſſembly of the Forrein Churches 
allowed by His MAJESTY within this Realm ; which they cannot have, if chey ſhould lay dow their Rites, Ceremonies, aad 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, and break Communion with the (aid Forreign Churches, which are providedior, and indulged by the late 
AR for UNIFORMITY, the Benefit whereof che ſaid Wallors humbly pray, 
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
